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Executive Summary

As of 2003, Appanoose County’s largest sector was Manufacturing, representing
24.76 percent (1,222) of the county’s total covered employment of 4,935. Most of
the employment in this sector was in the Plastics & Rubber Manufacturing
industry. The county’s total employment increased by 1.19 percent since 2002 and
the average annual wage increased by 3.81 percent to $24,682 for all industries.

Appanoose County’s average weekly wage for all industries was $475 for 2003.
This was an increase of 3.94 percent since 2002. The highest average private
weekly wage for a sector was in Transportation & Utilities, averaging $661 with
gross total wages of $10.7 million. Between 2002 and 2003, the Professional &
Business Services sector had the largest percentage increase in average weekly

wage of 9.46 percent ($40).
